Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Concerning claims 6, 12, it remains that the 
Smethers reference maintains bookmark information including URLs, and it was further known in the art to call multiple browsers for 
multiple URLs, as seen in Mintz. Mintz has a plural-browser-invoking capability, and would need to make specific reference to the browser 
that supports a given item at a given URL. This is to ensure compatibility, in the example of Mintz's plural file types. Even assuming that 
Mintz's file extensions are not browser IDs, there is still motivation in the reference that some form of mapping become associated with the 
bookmarks, so as to produce a display with the rendered objects in their correct browsing interfaces. 
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
